American Roulette 

Two hundred years after the beginning of the American 
Revolution, traffic accidents have become a greater threat 
to American lives than were British guns in 1775. 

More Americans may die in traffic accidents during the 
coming Independence Day holiday than were killed in the 
battles of Lexington, Concord and Bunker Hill in the first 
three months of the Revolutionary War. 

Approximately 200 Americans lost their lives in those 
conflicts. By comparison, between 480 and 580 persons may 
lose their lives in traffic accidents over the holiday weekend, 
beginning at 6 p.m. Thursday, July 3, and ending at midnight 
Sunday, July 6; An additional 22,000 to 27,000 disabling 
injuries might result from holiday traffic mishaps. 

A comparable, non-holiday period in July can be expected 
to produce 430 traffic fatalities and 20,000 disabling injuries. 
' More responsible use of alcohol could make the highways 
safer over the holiday. 

The best policy for a motorist who plans to drink is to also 
plan for someone else to do the driving. If that isn't feasible, a 
driver should allow one hour of waiting time for each drink he 
takes before he gets behind the wheel of his car. That time 
will allow the alcohol to be eliminated from his body so that 
he. can drive safely. 

Holiday travelers should use safety belts, and they should 
protect riders under five-years-old by placing them in 
properly-installed, approved child restraints, available at 
auto dealers and some juvenile and department stores.

Although most of the electricity it supplies to. northern 
Illinois homes and industries comes from coal and nuclear 
power, Commonwealth Edison Company still advises 
customers to be thrifty in their use of cooling power during 
the summer months. 

The electric company points out that good insulation and 
tight weather-stripping can save householders energy and 
money in the operation of air conditioning systems. Keeping: 
storm windows in place for the summer is also a good idea, 
particularly in homes with central cooling systems. 

Other suggestions from Edison include: 

-Clean filters regularly . Dirty filters cause cooling units to 
work harder, run longer and use, more electricity. 

-Don't allow rooms to become overheated before turning on 
the cooling unit. A constant thermostat setting is preferable 
to frequent adjustments and the higher the setting the lower

-When buying a new air conditioner, look for models with

cooling capacity you get for each watt of electricity. Edison 

recommends an EER of at least 8. For example, a 1,000- watt 

unit that delivers 8,000 BTU's of cooling.

CHICAGO — Illinois has a 
bonafide potential presiden- 
tial candidate. No other Mid- 
west state has one, and that 
may as early as 1976 prove to 
be significant. 

Next to Edward Kennedy, 
the senator of Illinois has the 
most magnetic name associ- 
ated with the Democratic 
Party in the U.S. It is a name 
that on' a presidential ballot 
would assure a percentage of 
the votes before the polls 
open. 

The Adlai Stevenson name 




was powerful in American 
political circles long before 
anyone had heard of John, 
Robert or Edward Kennedy. 

Adlai Stevenson I was vice 
president of the United States 
with President Cleveland in 
the first Democratic admin- 
istration after the Civil War. 

Stevenson also ran for vice 
president with William Jen- 
nings Bryan, another Illinois 
native transplanted to 
Nebraska. 

Adlai Stevenson No. 2 was 
elected governor of Illinois in 
1948, and then twice took on

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the impossible assignment of 
opposing Dwight Eisenhower 
for the presidency. 

Leaders in his party pro- 
posed that he run for presi- 
dent again in I960, and when 
Stevenson rejected the idea 
they turned to John Kennedy. 

The little-known. Kennedy 
won the presidency from 
Richard Nixon with a margin 
of far fewer votes than when 
Richard Daley recently was 
re-elected mayor of Chicago. 

Stevenson's friends under- 
standably think that he could 
have easily won in 1960 had he 
only shown an interest in run- 
ning for president a third 
time. Instead Stevenson 
worked for John Kennedy and 
eventually was named Am- 
bassador to the United Na- 
tions.. 

The most dramatic mo- 
ment of his entire career in 
public service came when he 
unexpectedly demanded the 
floor at a meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council during the 
Cuban missile crisis. 

Stevenson followed the 
Russian ambassador at the 
microphone and. did an un- 
precedented thing. In plain 
Midwest language, he 
charged the Russian with ly- 
ing to the U.N. and the world 
about there not being Russian 
missiles in Cuba with U.S. 
does in their sights. 

As he spoke, aides were un- 
folding a huge aerial picture 
showing a photograph, taken 
over Cuba only hours before, 
and plainly showing loaded 

missile launching pads with 
additional missiles stacked 
beside them. The Russian 
spokesman was unable to re- - : 

ply. ^ 

Stevenson's dramatic dis- 
closure ushered in three days.

THE MIGHTY MITE 

If your garden is ailing and 
you have reason to suspect 
that a bug is the cause, then 
it's logical to apply an effec- 
tive, broad spectrum insec- 
ticide, that will control a 
wide range of bugs.
